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the  help  of  a  new  road  machine,  which 
Cohasset  also  ought  to  have,  the 
streets  of  Scituatc  are  as  much  supe- 
rior to  those  of  Cohasset,  to-day,  as 
those  of  Cohasset  were  superior  to 
those  of  Sciluale,  one  year  ago  to-day. 
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The  Tows's  Aefairs. 
Although  the  article  in  our  last  is~ 
sue.  relating  to  the  management  of 
the  town's  affairs,  has  called  out  some 
criticism,  we  have  found  but  few  of 
oar  cituens  who  do  not  believe  sub- 
stantially tn  our  ideas  as  expressed  at 
that  time  and  the  most  severe  criti- 
wbicb  we  have  received  has  been 
that  we  were  not  outspoken  enough 
clauses  of  the  article.  It  is 
claimed  that  our  criticism  of  the 
highway  management  wa-,  "entirely 
idequate  to  the  requirements  of  a 
just  criticism  of  the  gross  mismanage- 
ment of  tbat  department-"  To  this 
accusation  we  cannot  plead  guilty  as 
we  do  not  consider  that  our  streets 
are  poor  cnongh  to  warrant  quite  so 
sevete  criticism  as  the  above  claim 
would  imply.  One  of  the  principle 
items  of  mismanagement,  we  are  told, 
is  that  of  carting  gravel.  A  load  of 
gravel,  as  calculated  in  any  business 
transaction,  either  buying,  telling  or 
carting,  consists  we  are  informed,  of 
sixteen  cubic  feet  If,  then,  the 
buys  a  load  of  gravel,  it  is  certainly 
entitled  to  that  amount  and  the  ser- 
vants which  the  town  sends  to  cart 
tbat  gravel  are  in  duty  bound  to  » 
that  the  town  gets  that  amount  for 
load.  It  is  a  <rell  known  fact  that 
some  of  the  men  employed  by  our 
surveyors  have  in  years  past,  carried 
loads  over  long  routes,  in  carts,  which 
cuuld  easily  be  carried  by  a  man 
fair  sised  wheelbarrow,  wbile  others 
carry  a  fair  business  load,  and  for 
these  small  loads  tbe  town  U  obliged 
to  pay  as  much  as  for  a  full  load. 
The  matter  seems  easily  explained; 
the  men  and  teams  are  employed  by 
the  day;  the  smaller  the  load,  the 
more  loads  must  be  carried  and  the 
longer  the  job  will  last.  And  who  is 
fault  for  ibis  abuse?  We  claim 
it  is  no  one  but  the  Surveyor 
employs  such  men.  He  is  the  custo- 
dian of  a  portion  of  the  town's  money 
and  he  should  sec  that  it  is  used  for 
the  town's  best  interest. 

Another  abuse  would  teem  to  be 
the  use  of  two-horse  carts,  which 

eyes  have  shown  us,  seldom  carry 
load  larger  than  should  be  carried 
by  one  horse.  But  of  course  tiie  town 
mutt  pay  for  a  two-horse  load  and  for 
two  horses.  We  are  told,  by  a  man 
who  knows  whereof  he  speaks,  thai,  to 
his  own  knowledge,  a  cart  which  had 
been  used  on  our  roads  for  a  number  of 
yean,  drawn  by  one  horse,  has,  within 
less  Ihan  two  year*,  been  rebuilt,  or 
rather  remodeled  Into  a  iwo-horac 
cart,  without  changing  In  the  least  lis 
carrying  capacity,  and  lhat  he  has 
seen  lhat  same  cart  on  our  roads 
within  the  time  mentioned,  drawn  by 
two  boriei  and  carrying  no  more 
I  titan  formerly  when  drawn  by 
Such  abuse  at  this,  we  claim, 
ihould  not  be  tolerated  or  allowed  to 
list.  It  Is  also  a  well  known  fact 
that  men  are  employed  on  our  street: 
who  are  utterly  unable  to  do  a  (ai 
day's  work  cvrn  II  ihcy  were  Inclippil, 
and  tliat  a  much  larger  uumlxir  are 
ployed  who  won't  do  a  day's  work 
who  ar«  *bie  to  8uch  men 
eniif'cd  (o  4  full  day's  pay  and  shpuhl 
rt  get  It,  ellliough,  of  course,  ihey  do 
The  wiping  out  ot  these  evils  and 
Mart*,  we  claim,  1U«  only  In  one 
course  snd  lhat  Is,  abolish  our  Iward  of 
Hurveyoi*  end  appoint  a  lined  Com< 
mUelouer  or  Nupcrlnundrnt  of  streets, 
with  all  ihe  power*  now  vetted  In  the 
board  of  Rurveyof*.  This  esperimeni 
was  U*t  yeef  tiled  lo  tfcllual*  and

Seldom  is  the  lesson  of  the  frailty 
id  uncertainty  of  life  more  forcibly 
brought  to  our  attention  than  when  the 
unexpected  intelligence  was  received 
from  Boston,  announcing  the  death  ol 
11  ol  whom  we  write.  Howunexpect- 
iy,  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact 
that  none  of  his  friends  in  this  town, 
and  but  few  outside  his  immediate 
family  in  the  city,  knew  of  his  sickness 
il  the  sad  tidiugs  of  its  fatal  termi- 
nation reached  them.    It  seems  fitting 
that  more  than  a  brief  notice  of  tbe 
should  be  made.  Unmarried, 
set  assuming  more  than  ordinary  re- 
sponsibilities, with  a  free  and  loving 
heart  be  has  for  many  years  contrib- 
uted to  the  full  extent  of  his  means 
the  comfort  and  happiness  of  his 
,-alid  father,  and  with  true  brotherly 
re  counselled,  encouraged  and  as- 
isted  those  who  from  childhood  have 
always  confidently  looked  to  bim  as 
their  best  friend. 

Were  mistakes  possible  with  the 
Almighty,  we  might  almost  question 
Divine  Wisdom  in  icmoviug  from  his 
iphere  of  usefulness,  in  the  vigorous 
ihood  of  middle  age,  him,  whose 
very  existence  seemed  almost  necessa 
ty  for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of 
many.  But  we  are  taught,  and  we 
believe,  that  God  makes  no  mistakes, 
and  tbat  whatever  he  does  is  right. 

The  one  prominent  characteristic 
which  perhaps  was  tbe  secret  of  his 
making  and  retaining  so  many  friends 
was  the  utter  disregard  of  bis  own 
comfort  and  coavenience   wben  be 
could  improve  an  opportunity  to  do  a 
kindness  for  others,  never,  however, 
to  Ihe  neglect  of  the  faithful  perfor- 
ince  of  business  duties.

A  New  Floor  Coverlns. 

A  new  paper  mache  process  lor  cov- 
ering Moors  is  described  as  follows  : 

The  Moor  is  thoroughly  cleaned.  The 
boles  and  cracks  are  tben  filled  wilh 
paper  putty,  made  by  soakiog  newspa- 
per In  a  paste  made  of  wheat  flour,  wa- 
ter and  ground  alum,  as  follows:  To 
one  pound  ot  flour  add  three  quarts  of 
water  and  a  teaspoonfnl  of  grouod 
alum,  aud  mix  this  thoroughly.  The 
floor  isthen  coaled  with  this  paste, 
aod  a  thicknes  of  Manilla  or  hard- 
ware paper  is  next  put  on.  If  two 
layers  are  desired,  a  second  covering 
of  Manilla  paper  is  put  on.  This  is 
allowed  to  dry  thoroughly.  Tbe 
Manilla  paper  is  then  covered  witb 
paste,  and  a  layer  ol  wall  paper  ol 
any  style  or  design  desired  is  put  ou. 

After  allowing  (his  to  thoroughly 
dry  it  is  covered  with  two  or  more 
coats  of  sizing,  made  by  dissolving 
one-half  pint  ol  while  glne  in  two 
quarts  of  hot  water.  After  this  is 
dry  (he  surface  is  giveu  one  coat  of 
'bard-oil  finish  varnish."  This  is  al- 
lowed  to  dry  thoroughly,  when  the 
floor  is  ready  lor  use.  Tbe  process  i  s 
durable  and  cheap,  aud,  besides  tak- 
ing tbe  place  of  mailing,  caipet,  oil- 
cloths, etc.,  a  floor  thus  treated  is 
rendered  airtight,  and  can  he  washed 
and  scrubbed.

making  3J1  shirts.  Who  was  foal  enough 
to  accept  the  Joh  J  IH  tell  yon.  A  man 
came  bere  from  Silesia  abont  fifteen  mnnths 
ago  with  bis  wife  and  two  children.  He 
hrougbt  with  him  two  sewing  machines, 
and  be  and  hb  wife  managed  to  support 
themselves  for  some  moatbs  by  making 
shields  for  caps.  When  tbo  demand  for 
tbese  articles  ceased  he  sought  other  em- 
ployment, hnt  was  unable  to  find  any.  At 
last  a  friend  told  him  that  n  firm  would  bo 
willing  to  employ  him  at  making  shirts. 
He  jumped  at  the  Idea,  went  to  the  firm, 
got  the  material  for  tbo  shirts,  and  set  to 
work  at  oacc,  after  be  had  provided  hlm- 
"  1th  cotton  thread  and  other  neccssa- 
Thnt  was  November  28.  From  that 
day  until  December  9,  he  and  his  wife  and 
another  woman,  who  provided  n  third  sew- 
ing machine,  worked  from  6  o'clock  ta  the 
morning  to  11  o'clock  at  nigbt,  and  at  the 
end  of  tho  time  they  had  finished  281  shirta 
and  received  *7.75. 

"  He  lived  ta  Brooklyn,  nt  n  considerable 
distance  from  tbe  ferry,  aad  had  to  pay  a 
considerable  sum  In  car  fares.  The  agree- 
ment was  that  be  should  receive  30  cents 
for  every  dozen  ehlrta,  and  November  20 
be  took  three  shirts  to  his  employers,  ex- 
pecting to  be  paid  nt  the  rate  of  2 1-8  cents 
a  shirt.

California  coa- 
tnlns 8U,090,0O0  acres  of  land  suited  to  cul- 
tivation and  profitable  agricultural  pur- 
suits. Tho  populatloa  of  California  ta  lifisO 
— the  census  year — lacludlag  the  Indians 
hat  excluding  the  Chinese  ind  Japaaese, 
was  7BH.617.  It  now  baa  n  mnch  larger 
population.  Wltb  one-fourth  the  territory 
New  York  had  n  population  of  5.000.000  ta 
1880,  or  over  six  times  the  population  of 
California.  With  oac  twenty-fourth  the 
territory  Massachusetts  bad  a  population 
of  1.500,0u0,  or  aearly  twice  tho  population 
of  California.  With  the  same  territory, 
France  has  a  population  of  30,000,000  or 
forty  times  tho  population  of  California, 
When  it  is  stated  that  aere  for  acre,  or 
square  mile  for  square  mile,  the  whole  area
